AN INTBRACTABLE EGOTIST. 
WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH HIM? 
Bpecta. Dispatc., to Tae Chicago Tridune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 18.—The out- 
rageous conduct of Guiteau in the court- 
room is causing lawyers to consider whether 
Judge Cox, under the Oonstitutiom, can ex- 
clude Guiteau-from the court-room, inas- 
much as the Constitution of the United 
States declares that a person being tried for a 
criminal offense shall have the right to a 
public trial. and to be confronted with his 
witnesses. The Court in this District has 
once removed a refractory prisoner 
pending his trial, but the case was never 
carried up on appeal. The nearest case that 
has ever been decided by the United States 
Supreme Court was the Mormon case of 
Reynolds. Reynolds claimed that the ver- 
dict should be set aside, because he had not 
been confronted by the principal witnesses. 
It was shown by the Government in the rec- 
ord, however, that 
REYNOLDS HAD HIMSELF SPIRITER AWAY 
one of the principal witnesses. Upon that 
belief ChiefJustice Waite, interpreting the 
Constitution, said: ‘ The Constitution gives 
the accused the right to atrial, at which he 
shall be confronted with the witnesses against 
him, but if a witness is absent by his own 
wrongful procurement he cannot complain if 
competent evidence is admitted to supply the 
place of that which he has kept away. The 
Constitution does not guarantee an accused 
person against the legitimate consequences 
of his own wrongful acts. It grants him the 
privilege of being confronted with the wit- 
nesses, but if he have taken the witnesses 
away he cannot insist on this privilege. I, 
therefore, when absent by his procurement, 
their evidence is supplied in some lawful 
way, he is in no condition to assert that his 
constitutional ‘rights have been vielated.” 
The lawyers think that the followin lan- 
guage in Chief-Justice Waite’s decision— 
“The Constitation does not guarantee an 
accused person against 
THE LEGITIMATE CONSEQUENCES OF HIS 
OWN WRONGFUL acTs’’— 
would prevent Guiteau from insisting upon 
the constitutional right to be present at' the 
trial, which he obstructs and practically pre- 
vents by his own turbulence. .The court offi- 
cers are bemg somewhat criticised for giving 
Guiteau such a liberal allowance of food at 
the court-house after he has had his regular 
prison fare. It has been the theory of those 
who have been familiar with his Ne that 
high-living increases his bravado, and it 
will be remembered that prior to the 
assasination of Garfield he ate a mon- 
strous dinner and a hearty breakfast . at 
the Riggs. House, te nerve himself for the 
desperate deed. The prison fare which he 
gets is ample enough for a healthy man, He 
eats it all, and, like little Oliver Twist, daily 
asks for more. In addition to that, nearly 
every day since the trial began he has been 
given 
A HEARTY MEAL AT THE COURBT-HOUSE, 
provided by his relatives, and he has eaten 
it with tremendons relish, his meal of beef- 
steak today being, as he announced to the 
Court, the first square meal he had had since 
July 2. If he is the insane animal that t he 
defense announced today it was their pur- 
pose to prove him to be, to feed him, in addi- 
tion to his prison fare, is to give meat to the 
tiger. It becomes daily more evident that 
Scoville and Guiteau’s brother and sister 
have no control over him, He disregards 
their pleas and entreaties as much and as 
scornfuily as he does the repressive ef- 
forts of the officers. The witness to whom 
Guiteau has paid the most attention during 
the trial was a young lady who was present 
in the waiting-room in the depot, and who 
SAW THE SHOOTING. 
She seems to have been the only one of the 
witnesses thus far who saw the first shot. 
She was the only one also who, speaking of 
Guiteau’s conduct prior to the shooting, said 
that he appeared to be in distress or trouble. 
She heard his bargain with the colored haek- 
man to take him to the cemetery, and was 
attracted to him on that account, as she 
thought he was going to visit the grave of a 
friend. The reports as to what Guitean said 
at the depot, directly after shooting the 
President of the United States (which were 
so industriously denied at the time), were 
fully proved today by 
AT LEAST THREE COMPETENT WITNESSES. 
These three witnesses assigned the follow- 
ing statements to him: “I am a Stalwart, 
and Arthur is now President of the United 
States.” “I did it, I will go to - jail for it. 
Arthur is President and I am a Stalwart.’’ 
On his way to jail he said he was a Stalwart 
of the Stalwarts; that he had shot the Presi- 
dent to save the Republican party and save 
the country. Berthrong, the Ohio crank, the

WASmN OTN, D. C., Nov. 18.—As Guiteau’s 
trial progresses the public interest in him 
and his fate increases.

As to the former, 
he said that he appeared to him not insane 
in the professional sense of that word, but 
certainly of umound mind, and he judges 
not from his outbursts in the court-room, 
which may easily be the efforts of simula- 
tion, but by his whole conduct. and by his 
appearance, especially when he is quiet. The 
jury, he thinks, and in this he he agrees with 
all who have seen it, is composed of good 
men. It is a remarkably good-looking jury, 
and a conscientious one, if one may judge 
from appearances, and will do all in its 
power undoubtedly toreach a sound and 
right decision. But, after all, as Judge Hay- 
den said, the matter is almost entirely in 
Judge Cox’s hands, and much, perhaps all, 
depends upon the character of his charge. 


THE TRIAL. 
PROCEEDINGS AND INCIDENTS. 

WASsmxdrox, D. C., Nov. 18. —Long be 
fore the hour for opening the Criminal Court 
several hundred ladies and gentlemen as- 
sembled in the eastern corridors and patient- 
ly awaited admission to the court-room. At 
9 o’clock the prison van drove up, and 
Guiteau, clutching a large bundle of papers 
in his manaeled hands, shumed btrriedly 
into the buildings. There was a marked ab- 
sence of noisy demonstration on the part of 
bystanders, yet Guiteau plamly betrayed the 
fear of sudden violence which always marks 
his movements whenever he deems himself 
at all exposed to danger. He was taken to 
the prisoners’ room, and devoted hiniself te 
reading the papers. 

A SCENE. 

At 9:30 the seats reserved for the general 
public were entirely filled, four-4fths of them 
being occupied by ladies. Upon the opening 
of the court, Scoville requested the Court to 
take some measures to prevent the prisoner 
from giving to the public his unauthorized 
communications, and also to prevent the an- 
noying interruptions of the prisoner in the 
court- room. During Scoville’s remarks the 
prisoner’s face had been suffused with anger, 
and at their conclusion, without rising from 
the chair, he said, excitedly: “ Mr. Seoville 
talks one thing to mein private and another 
in public. Last night he spent an hour in 


jail with me, and showed a different spirit | 


from now. That is the way. 1 do net ro- 
pose to put my case in his hands. He is no 
lawyer, and 
NO POLITICIAN. 

I want first-class talent in this business, and 
lam going to have it, or there’s going to be 
trouble. Mind your business!” he contin- 
ued, fiercely struggling with the Dewputy-

intended to give to the press.”

Keep quiet,” said Scoville, angrily. “I 
told him, in order to keep it from getting 
into the hands of the reporters, that I would 
see him in jail about it. I went to the jail, 
and he kept it in his pocket.“ 

“I gave it to you myself,” broke in Gui- 
teau. 4 

»TJwent there,’’ continued Scoville, “ and 
spent an hour suggesting different points, to 
prevent it from getting out.“ 

“ You’ve got the document, and you can 
keep it,“ exclaimed the prisoner. 

“If you say you will not give it out-——” 
began Scovitie, mquirmglv. 

„I REPRESENT MYSELF HERE,” 
was the loud reply of the prisoner. 

Scoville was evidently getting disgusted 
with the prisoner’s conduct, and it was in 
terms of annoyance he said to the Court: 

I do not propose to be interrupted here 
by the prisoner every day, nor spend an hour 
or two in the jail every day to prevent the 
prisoner giving out communications.” 

Struggling with the Deputy-Marshals, 
Guiteau exclaimed wildly (addressing to 
Scoville his remarks, which were uftered 
very rapidly), “ You are no criminal lawyer, 
and I have no contidence in your capacity. I 
propose to get two or three of the first-class 
lawyers in America to manage my case. 
And l want to say a@wordupon the law)’ 
cried the prisouer, addressing the Court. 
Af you expel me from the court-room, 

“THE COURT IN BANU WILL REVERSE YOU. 
If the Court puts me out—confounded 
fools, you!“ he eried, turning and strug- 
gling with the Deputy-Marshals, who were 
pressing him into the seat from which he 
had half risen—“ the Court will understand 
that he will be reversed in é¢ourt in bane.” 

You ain't got no 
sense!” he said, again turning upon the 
Deputies, with whom he continued to argue 
violently for several moments.

District-Attorney 
Corkhill then handed a pistol to witness, who 
identified it as the one taken from the pris 
oner. There was a noticeable stir in the 
court®oom, with the whispered exclama- 
tiom: There's the weapon t killed poor 
Garfield.” The pistol was handed around 
and examined by the jury, their attention be- 
ing called to the fact that two barrels were 
empty and four still loaded. 

AN EMPHATIC WITNESS. 

Edmund L. Dubarry witnessed the shoot 
ing, and described the scenes connected 
therewith. Ile said in his opinion Guiteau 
had a bad face. Scoville desired that this 
portion of the evidence be stricken out, un- 
less witness would state in what particular 
teature the prisoner had a bad face, Witness 
insisted that was his impression from the 
prisoner's general appearance.

é THE SECRETARY.

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 18.—Secretary 
Folger commences his duties by a careful 
study of the routine operations of the de- 
partment, and is determined to thoroughly 
understand them. He takes up one special 
case of a class of cases, and studies in it 
trom the law under which it originates to 
the decision he is expected to make. Yester- 
day he took up in this manner a case of re- 
mission of duties. He has the experts ot the 
department acquainted with the various 
stages of the cases reportto him, and goes 
ever the subjects with them in detail. In 
this way the officials say he is y master- 
ing his work. 

THE CONTROLLER OF THE CURRENCY 
in his report will devote considerable space 
lo the Newark National Bank failure, es- 
pecially with its relations to the responsibili- 
ty of Directors. He will take the position 
that the Government can’t stationa Bank 
Examiner or a policeman at the door of 
every bank, and that the law contemplates 
that the Directors shall do their duty. Some 
of the strictures upon the negligence of the 
Directors and their ignorancéd of the affairs 
of the bank will be quite severe. Congress- 
men who are arriving here suggest several 
important amendments to the National Bank- 
{ng act to correct these evils, but it is not 
made known whether the Controller will 
adopt any of them. One is that 
BANK DIRECTORS 

Shall be required to be present whenever a 
Government Examjner visits the bank, that, 
if they indorse the statements of the Cashier 
as to the amount and character of the assets 
and accuracy of the books, they shall be held 
to a like responsibility with the Cashier if 
anything is wrong, and that the Examiner 
shall be required to obtain their approval be- 
fore he makes a favorable report. Another 
suggestion is that the law be so changed that 
uo person shall be permitted to remain a Di- 
Tector of a National bank for a longer period 
than two years at one time, and that he shall 
be fuéligible for reslection until the period of 
two or three years shall have elapsed fro 
the time of his last term of service. '

The check was presented at the 
Eliot Bank for payment, as usual, but the 
payment was refused, on the ground that the 
bank drawn upon had no funds there. The 
check was then taken to the Pacitic, where 
it was stated that it could not be paid then, 
but would be paid before the close of bank- 
ing hours. This promise was fulfilled. This 
morning, however, other drafts coming in 
under similar circumstances, a similar de- 
mand was made, but, unlike yesterday, the 
promise was not kept. 

THE IMMEDIATE CAUSE OF THE SUSPENSION 
was the failure of Theo C. Weeks, who had 
been allowed to overdraw his account. After 
the trouble of yesterday a meeting of Directors 
was called. It was held last evening and ar- 
rangements made which it was thought 
would tide the bank over its difficulty. The 
occurrence of the morning overthrew all the 
arrangements. It is stated a large number 
ot checks were given out this morning on 
the Eliot Bank, which the merchants, in- 
stead of depositing, went immediately to the 
bank to draw, but the President of that in- 
stitution stopped payment.

NOBLESSE OBLIGE. 


What Congress Should Do for the Mur- 
dered President's Widew. 
New York Maid, Nov. . 

The Forty-seventn Congress will soon as- 
sembie, under peculiar circumstances. Near- 
ly all its members were elected on the suppo- 
sition that they would be arrayed as friends 
or foes of the Administration of James A. 
Gartield. They will all come together as the 
representatives of a Nation that has been 
unified by the sufferings and death of Gar- 
field. As regards the duties owed by the 
Legislative branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment to the memory and fdmily of its mur- 
dered Executive, there can be no party or 
sectional lines in Congress. 

The natural instincts of every patriotic and 
right-winded member of Congress would 
lead him to consider it his first duty to act 
with regard to the great tragedy and its re- 
sults, which filled the worid with mourning 
and gave usa new President, whose first offi- 
cial declarations set for Congress a touching 
example of the tender recognition of the 
greatness and goodness of his predecessor. 
Before Congress gets into the heat of the in- 
evitable coutests that are before it, it should 
act as one man in regard to the duties im- 
posed by the martyrdom that mad“ all our 
people one. ‘These duties are sacred, solemn, 
and of universal obligation. Their discharge 
has precedence by rigit. 

First—Congress should make its official 
recognition of the character, career, aud 
services of Garfield, as all the other repre- 
sentative Lodies of Christendom, and many 
outside of that limit, have dune. It should, 
also, appointa jolut committee compris 
the abiest and best men of both Houses

Second—Congress should vote promptly to 
the widow and children of Garfield the un- 
drawn :emainder of his salary for the first 
year of his term, a pension of $5,000 a year, 
and the franking privilege for life. 

The liberality of the le towards Mrs. 

eld and her children will not be pleaded 
by any liberal-minded and self-respecting 
Congressman as a reason why Congress 
should fail to perform its obvious duties. 
Un the contrary, the free offerings of the peo- 
pie, of all classes and sections, should warn 

liperal C men of the existence of a 
universal public sentiment that demands of 
Congress such prompt generous action 
as will be worthy of our pope and up to 
their requirements. As fund for Mrs. 
Garfield was unprecedented in its raising and 
amount, so the action of Congress should not 
be limited by precedents, nor should it be 
cold, tardy, oc calculating. 

Garfield was killed in the official service of 
the people; killed because he was President 
and because he was just such a President as 
he was. He did not seek the Presidency; it 
sought him. It took him from the congenial 
duties of a trained legislator aud exposed 
him tothe slanders and attacks of his foes 
aud to the bullet of Guiteau. The people 
drafted him into their service as President 
and put him in tha way that led to death and 
an immortal fame. Only through Congress 
can the people officially recognize and justly 
reward the services of their slain servan tand 
assuine the duty of — for the Nation’s 
wards. Individual generusiti however 


with the duty of the ple’s representatives 
in Congress, The Nation’s duty to itself 
cannot be discharged by private individuals, 
ae in the least diminished dy private liber- 
ality. 

For the payment of the eight months’

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Tun late Tariff Convention in this city 
cannot be said to have promoted the cause of 
prohibitory taxahon in any important par- 
ticular. In numbers it was not imposing; 
and its discussions were not of a nature to 
increase public respect for the wisdom or the 
discretion of the “ more-<éariif”’ agitators. 
The convention was called to meet in the 
Musie-Hall, which has one ef the largest 
auditoriums in the city. But from the first 
day it was apparent that in point of at- 
tendance the convention was a failure, and 
‘an adjournment was taken to a miniature 
hall in the same building, where singing 
societies are wont to hold their rehearsals 
and masters of elocution exhibit the pro- 
ficiency of their favorit pupils.

One 
quarter of the no delegates were resi- 
dents of Chicago who lent their names to 
add lustre to the occasion, but were extreme- 
ly parsimonious in testifying by their pres- 
ence to their interest in the discussions. The 
attendance of outsiders upon the convention 
was ridiculously small. The convention may 
be charitably presumed to have had an ob- 
ject, but what that object was precisely it 
might puzzle the delegates to agree in saying. 
In a general way there seemed to be “a 
nameless longing” among the gentlemen 
present for a higher tariff, generous subsidies, 
and a paternal policy towards everybody but 
the farmers. There was a great diversity of 
opinion, however, as to the objects which 
could bear a higher rate of taxation and the 
manner in which the benefits of “more 
tariff”? ought to be distributed. Mr. Grin- 
nell, of lowa, for example, exhibited an 
alarming degree of obtuseness on the sub- 
ject of steel rails; ana there were several 
delegates who had confused notions about 
free ships.

In all his opportunities for notoriety he has 
never had one like the present. During his 
Incarceration he was shut out from news- 
papers and from the world, and showed him- 
self to be a cowardly, groveling wretch, 
Now that heis in contact with the world 
again, finds himself in all the papers, and oc- 
cupying such a large share of the public in- 
terest, his egotism becomes again the ruling 
passion, and manifests itself in insoience of 
an insufferable description towards counsel, 
Court, and spectators, and in patronage of 
reporters with the hope of still larger ap 
pearance ip print. He has no realization that 
his life is at stake; no realization of any- 
thing except that he at last oecupics a con- 
spicuous position, without a thought of its 
infamy. 

If egotism were a proof of insanity he 
might hope to escape responsibility for his 
infamous and cowardly deed, but there are 
many men as egotistic as he, for egotism has 
many forms, who would scout the idea of 
insanity and are as sane as Solomon. With 
this egotism was joined malice. If there 
were no other proof of it, it appears con- 
spicuously in the letter directed to the Presi- 
dent concerning Mr. Blaine, after the latter 
had several times declined his application 
and at last definitly ordered him not to speak 
to him on the subject again. This is not the 
Jetter of an insane man, but of a malicious 
and disappointed scoundrel. 

As the opportunities for the gratification 
of this wretch’s desire for notoriety have been 
extended his insolence has increased, and 
unquestionably he has reasoned to himself 
that by the manifestations of this insolence 
in open court he can convince the jury that 
he is insane without the necessity of introdu- 
cing evidence on that point. He has been a 
cunning trickster all his life and has made 
his living by trickery, but no trick that he 
has ever devised yet has been more cun- 
ning than his scheme to play the insani- 
ty dodge by physical exhibitions, inter- 
ruptions of witnesses, personal abuse of 
counsel, his own cunningly included, brow- 
beating of the Court, and other bombastic 
displays of insolence. The Court, however, 
deftly pierced through his thin disguise by 
threatening to have him removed from the 
court-room and proceed without him. It 1s 
very doubtful whether such a ruling could 
be enforced without vitiating the trial, for, 
under the common law, the prisoner in 
eriminal trials is required to be present, but 
the menace had its effect in silencing the 
miserable trickster and in extorting from 
him a promise that he would behave himself. 
Whether the Court have the power or not to 
remove him, it has the power to protect it- 
self and preserve the dignity of its pres- 
ence, and this should be done at all hazards. 
Tho case is too serious to admit of the antics 
of this impostor any longer.

LESSONS OF THE rann CONVENTION.” 


The first lesson taught by me late Tariff 
Convention and emphasized in its proceed- 
ings was that the carrying-trade, by land and 
water, is crippled by the higli tariff. The 
land-cayriers are obliged to submit to a tax 
of 125 per cent on steel rails, but as they have 
the means of shifting the burden upon ship- 
pers, and especially upon the farmers, and 
have no competition to contend with, they 
can live and prosper. But the water-carriers, 
having to compete with the free ships of ail 
nations, and no manufactured products of 
consequence to take away from the United 
States, have been starved out of existence. 
We do not know what the managers of the 
convention cotild have been thinking of 
when they determined to put Mr. John 
Roach on the stand asa solitary witness to 
the languishing state of native American in- 
dustries. The foreign carrying-trade is not 
and cannot a domestic institution, and 
such hardships as it has undergone 
have been directly due to a high 
tariff. It mast be clear to the dull- 
est comprehension that, if Mr. Roach 
had a merchant marine built for him 
by the Government he could not carry on 
any very active foreign trade with itso long 
as the cost of American manufactures should 
remain from 25 to 125 per cent above those of 
foreign competitors. The convention has in 
this connection done nothing so valuable as 
in making the facts known concerning the 
destruction of the ocean carrying trade and 
the tax on the internal transportation ter- 
ests, and through them on the farmers. 

The second important service rendered by 
the convention was in calling attention to 
the conspicuous injustice of the tariff taxes 
on raw materials. These taxes are a denial 
of the true theory of the tariff—the only one 
on which itcan be successfully defended— 
namely: thatit is designed to aid in the 
development of manufactures. But the taxes 
on chemicals, shoemakers’ materials, woo! 
for mixing, and raw flax, to say nothing of 
copper, iron, and lead in pigs, are obstruc- 
tions to the development of manufactures: 
and this fact was clearly brought out in the 
deliberations of the convention. 

Another and possibly the most important 
cons quence of the convention is, that for the 
first time it distinctly commits the subsidy- 
beggars and “ more-tariff” agitators to an 
agressive policy. The tariff-men in the last 
Presidential campaign had the advantage of 
fighting on the defensive. From the first to 
the last note of the campaign they were be- 
hind intrenchments. They beat off the 
storming party, and did it effectually. But 
iu is a question whether they would have 
come off victorious if they had been the as- 
sallants.

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THE STEEL-RAIL MONOPOLY. | 

There is perhaps no monopoly in the 
United States more burdensome and Injuri- 
ous than the patent-rizht protected pool 
making steel rails, This monopoly is thus 
fortified: (1) lt is protected by a dutx on 
foreign rails of $28 per ton, or 125 per cent; 
(2) it is protected against competition by 
letters patent; and (3) it is protected by a 
pool whereby the amount of rails producea 
is limited by the managers of the pool. 
When challenged in the recent more tariff” 
convention, Mr. Blair, of Pennsylvania—the 
representative of a steel-rail company that 
manufactures one-tenth of all the rails made 
in this country—made the following confes- 
sion and explanation in answer to Grinnell’s 
resolution of inquiry: 


There had been a good deal said about the 
making of steel rails a monopoly. He thought 
be could explain to the geutiemen who made 
that allegation that it was not 6o(!). Before the 
bili was passed in Congress giving protecuon to 
the makers of steel raiis in this country, it was 
estimated that the difference in wages in mak- 
king steel ratis in this country and Europe was 
r ton.

r. Bessewer then asked a million of dollars fur 
the privilege of waking steel rails in this coun- 
try. He was obtaining then fonmsteel rails here 
from $120 to $140 per ton goid, and it was then 
stated that they could not be made for anything 
less. (2) Eleven companies in this country com- 
bined and bought mor's patent, and the 
— g of making rails in this country, 

or $325,000. Some of these companies broke 
once, and some twice, before they got 
their works in operation. After they got the 
patent they bad not steei ores in this country 
that answered the purpose; they had not the 
workmen; and it was a numberof years before 
they made any success bere in making steel 
rails. But last yeur the various companies had 
made a miliion tons of steel rails at an average 
price of $00 a ton. (3) They would dave had to 
pay that if they had imported raiis from Europe. 
This patent would soon run out. The stock- 
hoiders bad agreed that. if one mill made more 
than another it should pay a corresponding pro- 
portion into the common fund, and some manu- 


facturers made more money by doing nothing 
(4) If they 


than if they had been in full blast. 
had labor as cheap as it was in Europe they 
would ask for no duty whatever. 


This $20 per ton was considered sufficient 
protection on an article that cost $140 per 
ton, but Congress, in the plenitude of their 
generosity, made it $28 per ton, or about 20 
per cent ad valorem. But as steel rails for 
several years past have only cost $25 per ton, 
the duty now amounts to 128 per cent. 

In the spring of 1879, steel rails were pur- 
chased in England for this country at $23 per 
ton; while the duty on them was $28 per ton. 
In 1880 this duty was equal to 125 per centon 
the steel rails imported. 

In 1880 the prices of steel rails in all the 
ports of China, Russia, all Europe, and South 
America, Canada, and Mexico, averaged 
about $30 per ton, and at places of manu- 
facture $25 to $27 per ton. In the United 
States the price at the mills was, as Mr. 
Blair states, $60 per ton, and is yet. In 
other words, the people of the United States 
are compelled to pay $30,000,000 bounty to 
these eleven consolidated mills for each 
year’s work. The railroads of the United 
States are paying $60,000,000 for 1,000,000 
tons of steel rails; the same amount of 
money purchasing 2,000,000 tons of like rails 
for the people of all other countries outside 
of the United States. 

Now, not content with this bounty of @0 
per ton on steel rails, the eleven concerns 
comprising this monopoly have placed a limit 
on the number of tons of rails to be pro- 
duced in this country; they close several 
of the mills, and, being able thus to keep the 
price at the maximum, can afford to pay the 
proprietors of the closed mills a greater profit 
for not making ‘rails than the mills could 
make if in operation. 

Yet Mr. Blair, whose mill turns out one- 
tenth of all the steel rails made in the coun- 
try, has the cool impudence to proclaim and 
justify this conduct, and to swell the chorus 
tor more tarif.“ 


PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS. 

The Emperor of Germany desires the 
restoration of peace between the Catholic 
Church and the State,” and Bismarck “is 
in perfect accord” with William. But nei- 
ther the Emperor nor the Prime Minister 
has anything to say about peace with the 
Jews. Meantime the steamer Bohemia 
landed in New York on the 15th inst. 169 
Jews, “the first that found an asyium in 
Spain from persecutions in Russia and Ger- 
many the past summer.“ These Jews by the 
Bohemia are the advance guard of 5,000 
who will emigrate during the coming win- 
ter. The emigrants are assisted by the Al- 
liance Israel Universelle.“ The Jews in 
Russia and Germany are among the most 
peaceable of all the citizens of those coun- 
tries. They ask simply to be let alone; 
but this very humble request is de- 
nied them, and they begin to move 
towards the shores of the great West- 
ern Republic. In this enforced exodus 
of Jews the Czar of Russia will not 
lessen by one member the tribe of assasius 
by whom he is plagued and threatened. 


Nor will the Emperor of Germany be relieved. 


of the presence of asingle Socialist, even if 
scores of thousands of Jews quit his domin- 
ions. All the dangerous elements of popu- 
lation will remalff in both countries, while 
the peaceable, law-abiding element will have 
been reduced to the full extent of the exodus. 
itis scarcely to be presumed that either 
William or Alexander desires to promote the 
exodus from his country of the Jews. The 
persecution of the Jewish race in Germany 
and Russia can therefore only be accounted 
for on the ground of unreasoning prejudice 
on the part of the German and Russian peo- 
ples. It is the old cry: “Crucify him, cruci- 
fy him!“ And it does not matter that the 
ruler inquires, What evil hath he 
done?” The response is still the same: 
“Crucify him, crucify him!“ Thus, after 
eighteen hundred years the injustice of the 
Israelites is visited upon their innocent 
children. There wasa time, not so very long 
ago, when, an edict of banishment being is- 
sued against the Jews, it was as perilous to 
go as to stay. There was scarcely a place on 
the civilized globe (how oddly the word 
“civilized” sounds in tnis connection!) 
where Jews were not subject to persecution 
in a greater or less degree. The place of 
asylum was a mere choice of evils. But the 
power of persecution is waning. The vials 
of wrath against freedom of religious opin- 
jon are nearly emptied. Still when told to 
go the modern Jew does not require much 
time in which to decide where togo. He 
naturally looks toward the freest country, 
and takes up the line of march for the United 
States. Of course it is the best element 
of a proscribed class that emigrates. The 
history of all proscriptions. proves this. 
Hence America is now receiving the flower 
of all the proscribed and oppressed peoples 
of the world. The Germans and Russians 
who, agh blind prejudice, demand the 
expu of the Jews, will not succeed in ex- 
pelling all of them. They will drive out the 
most enterprising, the most intelligent, the 
st worthy, the best class of Jews, and the 
worst will remain. 


. 
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the long survival of prejudice 
against the Jews, unless it be the fact of the 
survival and prospefity of the Jews, notwith- 
standing violent prejudice and cruel perse- 
cution. Considering how much mankind 
owes to the Jews, it is astonishing that 
the spirit of enlightenment has not 
crushed the spirit of prejudice. In his po- 
litical biography of Lord George Bentinck, 
Disraeli devotes a chapter to the history of 
the Jews. It is a splendid defense of the de- 
spised race, abounding in striking passages, 
in the best style of the grest statesman and 
author. Witness the following: 
The Saxon, the Slav, and the Celt have 


adopted most of the laws and many of the cus- 
toms of these Arabian tribes, all their litera- 


ture, and all their religion. are therefore 
mdebted to them for much that’ 


latés, much 
that charms, and mach that selaces existence. 
The tofitug muſtttude rest every seventh day 
by virtue of a Jewish law; they are perpetually 
reading, “for thelr example,” the records of 
Jewish history, and singing the odes and 
elegies of Jewish poets: and they duily 
acknowledge on their knees, with reverent 
, the only medſum of conimufica- 
tion between the Creator and themselves is the 
Jewish rage. Yet they trent that race as the 
Vilest of generations. Had it not been 
for the Jews of Palestine the good tidings of 
our Lord would have veen unknown forever to 
the Northern Western races. The first 
preachers of the Gospel were Jews,@nd none 
else; the historians of the Gospel were Je 
and none ese. No one bas ever been permitte 
to write under the imspiration of the Hol Spirit 
exceptaJew. For nearly a century no one be- 
lieved in the good tidings except Jews. They 
nursed the sacred flame of which they were the 
consecrated and hereditary depositaries. And 
when the time was ripe to diffuse the truth 
among the ethnics, it Was not a Senator of Rome 
nor a philosopher of Athens who was personally 
appointed by our for that office, but 
a Jew of Tarsus, who founded the seven 
ehurches of Asia. And that greater church, 
greateven amid ita terrible corruptions, that 
has avenged the victory of Titus by subjugating 
the capital of the Cessars, and bas c every 
one of the Olympian temples into altars of the 
God of Sinai and of Calvary, was founded by 
another Jew, a Jew of Ualilee. . . . This 
peculiarity, however, attends the Jews under 
the most unfavorabie circumstances: the other 
degraded races wear out and disappear; the Jew 
remains, as determined, as expert, as persever- 
ug. as full of resources and resolution as ever. 
Viewed in this light,the degradation of the Jew- 
ish race is alone a étrik evidence of its excel- 
leoce, for none but one of the great races could 
have survived the trials which it has en- 
du red. . Obdurate, malignant, odious, 
and revolting as the lowest Jew appears to us, 
be is morafized. Beneath his own roof 
his heart opens to the influence of bis beautiful 
Arabian traditions. All his ceremcnies, bis cus- 
toms, and his festivals are still to celebrate the 
bounty of Nature and the favor of Jebovah. The 
patriarchal feeling lingers about his hearth. A 
man, however fallen, who loves his home is not 
whoity lost. trumpets of Sinai still sound 
in the Hebrew's ear, andaJew is never seen 
upon oe unless it be at an au/o-da-/e. 
3 e sufferings of the Jews, however, 
have been infinitly more prolonged and varied 
than those of the Athenians. The Greek never- 
theless appears exhausted. The creative geyius 
of Israel, ou the contrary, never shone 60 bright; 
and when the Russian, the Frenchman, and the 
Angio-Saxona, amid applauding theatres or the 
choral voices at soleum temples, yield them- 
selves to the full spell of a Mozart 
or a Mendelssohn, it seems difficult to compre- 
bend how these races van reconcile it to their 
hearts to persecute a Jem. . The world 
has by thistime discovered that ft is impossible 
to destroy the Jews. The attempt to extirpate 
them bas been made under the most favorable 
auspices, and on the largest scale; the most 
conside e means that man could command 
have pertinaciously applied to this object 
for the lougest period of recorded time. Egyp- 
tian Pharaohs, Assyrian Kings, Roman Em- 
perors, Scandinavian Crusaders, Gothic Princes, 
and Holy Inquisitors have alike devoted their 
energies to the fulfillment of this common pur- 
pose. Expatriation, exile, captivity, confisca- 
tion, torture oo the most ingenious and mas- 
sacre On the most extensive scale; a curious 
system or degrading customs and debasing 
‘laws which would dave broten the heart 
of any other people has been tried, 
and in vain. The Jews, after all this 
havoc, are probably more numerous ut this 
date than they were during the reign of Solo- 
mon the Wise, are found in ali lands, and, un- 
fortunately, prosper! in most. All which 
roves that itis in vain for man to attempt to 
attie the inexorable law of Nature, which bas 
decreed that a superior race shall never be de- 
stroyed or absorbed by an inferior. 


Let those who are inclined to mock at the 
Jews ponder these glowing passages from 
the pen of a great representative of the race 
he eulogizes. They are worthy the attention 
of Alexander of Russia and William of Ger- 
many, and we commend them to the consid- 
eration of Bismarck now that he is ponder- 
ing the subject of peace between the Catholic 
Church and the State. Why not have peace

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Mr. Kasson’s article in the last number of 
the North Amoertcan Review on the Isthmus 
Canal question is attracting considerable atten- 
tion. He says that the line should be opened on 
a route approved by the United States, by a 
company chartered by the United States, and 
that the canal should be constructed; if neces- 
sary, by the financial aid of the United States. 
The charter should provide a none of the 
proprietary rights of the company should ever 
be transferred to any@preign Government, or 
any lien upon its rights or possessions be con- 
veyed directly or indirectly to sue Government. 
No chance should be left, Mr. K adds, to 
convert a weak Central American te into an- 
other distracted Egypt by means of foreign 
possessory rights in another isthmian canal. As 
a contemporary remarks: 

This is sound doctrine, but unfortunately there 
is little prospect of Congress acting upon it. Mr. 
Blaine would have made a great mistake bad he 
waited for Congress to charter and aid an Amer- 
ican company to constructa canal. Congress is 
a slow and rather purblind body in its dealings 
with questions that do not lie directly under its 
note and clamorfor immediate attention. By 
the time one set of members gers experience 
enough to take broad National views it is rotated 
out, and a raw set comes in with only the polit- 
ical training of the county court- house or the 
ward meeting. The ioitiative of nearly all the 
great measures of National advancement bas 
been taken by the Executive without waiting 
for Congressional action. It may weil be 
doubted whether we should have secured 
Florida, Louisiana, Texas, or California 
if the Executive had waited for Con- 
gress to take the first steps. Had it not 
been for Mr. Blaine’s timely notice, secret ne- 
gotiations for a French or French and English 

tectorate over the Panama Canal might yer 
aps have been in progress by tristime The 
neglect of Congress to provide for making the 
canal American in it rter and ownership 
makes it ali the more Important for the State 
Department to guard the commercial and —.— 
ical interests of the United States against being 
jeopardized by fo control of the future 
waterway between two oceans. Perhaps 
we shall yet have an American canal. De Les- 
seps his associates have done no work upon 
the Panama route as yet beyond surveying. lu 
any case, however, one thing is assured: there 
will be no canal constructed under the guaran- 
tee and prot of a European Power. The 
acquiescence of foreign Governments in Mr. 
Blaine's claim for the United States of para- 
mount rights on the isthmus may fairly be in- 
ferred from their silence. :

because Mr. Darling was proud of bim as a 
Jefferson County production, and liked 
man.” Judge I. G. Gor 
man, of the Supreme Court, receives 
$25, “on account of long friendship,” and 
Judge W. P. Jenks, of the Jefferson County 
Court, whom, the deceased says, I knew when 
we were not worth $200, but we bave since dug 
along,” is given a similar amount. J. H. Garri- 
son, J. J. Thompson, and Joseph Dorr receive 
$5,000 each, “to help them along iu business,” 
while the same amount is bequeathed to James 
A. Cathers “to lift um out of troable.” Mr. 
Darling also leaves $2,000 for a soldiers’ monu- 
ment in Brooksville; $3,000 a year for twelve 
years for beautifying the grounds of the Brooks- 
ville public schools: $2,000 a year for twelve 
years for the poor of the town; $15,000fora pub- 
lic school building at Smithport, and bandsome 
amounts to all the Protestant ehurches in 
Brooksville. On the whole, Mr. Darling (who 
does not seem to have left any sorrowing rela- 
tives benind) bas disposed of his large estate in 
a very sensible manner, and his example might 
be followed with benefit by others.

Two Men Who Sold a Bad Draft Now 
in Jail.

ApPpLetTon, Wis., Nov. 18.— Yesterday two 
well-dressed and fine looking men arrived at 
the Waverly House, in this city, one aged 
about 65, named W. H. Brown, the other 
giving the name of E. II.

THE ROTHSCHILDS, 


Sudden Death of Baron James—Pecul- 
iar Character and Customs of the 
Rothschild Fami.y—Simplicity of the 
Buriai Rite of the Deceased Baron. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 

Paris, Oct. 23.—Baron James Rothschild, 
who diea suddeniy this week, at the 
age of 32, was the son of 
Nathaniel Rothschild. the friend of 
Mine. Christine Nilsson, and formerly of 
Patti. He was son, grandson, and great- 
grandson by both sides of the house of 
Rothschild, and was married to a double 
first cousin, the daughter of Baron Solomon 
Rotschild. He stood to his father in the 
triple relation of son, great-nephew, and 
cousin. Baron James was cailed to the bar, 
and practiced at it. He often, to acquire 
professional skill, pleaded for poor Jews. 
The Rothsebilds are kind to such; but 
they are the enemies of every descendant of 


Israel from the south of Europe who pre- 
sumes to govern the Bourse independently 
of them. In a family which has married in 
and in for a long eourse of generations, every 
talent has the force of an instinct. It would 
be a mistake to think that a Rothschild 
appreciates a fine painting as mizht a 
Ruskin or 4a ey, to whom it 
said someth He would look at it, rather, 
with the eye of a pawnbroker. idea of 
its market-value, present and future, would 
be upverinest in his mind. Nobody ever 
saw a trashy article in the house of a Roth- 
child.“ Their art-furniture and biblots are 
intelligent investments. Baron James shared 
the passion of his cousin, Baron Adolphe, of 
Naples, for rare books. With the exception 
of that of the Duc d’Aumale, his library was 
held to be the most valuable in France. 
It was formed with the advice and 
ot those eminent 1 
de Lianerolles, and Quentin 
was very fond of the poets of the Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth Centuries, and had a large 
collection of Eighteenth Century classics, 
illustrated by d’Eisin, Moreau, Gravelot. 
Baron James lived in a splendid 
house which he built for himself in the 
avenue de Friedland. His library was 
his idol. He never failed at night to spend 
an hour in it before gu to bed. The first 
thing he did in the morn was to run into 
it, to see whether his books were as he had 
left them some hours previously. He was a 
clever man, but without broad sympathies 
or liberal views, unless where music was 
concerned. He had really a soul for that 
art, and had a pretty talent for writing sons, 
which seemed the very echoes of the melo- 
dies with which they were intended to go. 
There were few sounder case-lawyers. is 
memory was reliable, his head clear, and his 
b-oks of reference in perfect order and con- 
veniently arranged. His father put him to 
the bar to prevent ugly secrets of the great 
firm from being noised abrvad; the 
young James went thoroughly into the study 
of the capitulai the code, and the com- 
montaries of ‘Tropiong, Dalloz, and Laustin 

elie, 

Ihe deceased Baron was in intimate sym- 

atl y with his mother, the musical Baroness 
Nathalie. He felt uncomfortable if a day, 
when she was in town, had passed over 
without seeing her, and he spent the long va- 
cation with her at Vaux Cernay. She has 
there a residence which in the olden time 
was a Benedictine abbey. The chapel and 
the refectory are still intact. Mine. 
Nathaniel Rothschild bought this property 
of Mr. Brunton, an English engineer, who 
got disgusted with it in 1870, when he was 
obliged to give board and lodgings to Prus- 
sian officers and soldiers, and to put up with

their insolence. Vaux Cernay is a lovely 
dell—rocky, heathery, on der of a 
wooded chase, and watered bya brawling 
rivulet which is bright and transparent as 
erystal.

When the re- 
mains of the great Baron James, the head of 
the French branch, and the man who, after 
Waterloo, made the famous coup de Bourse, 
were being taken to Pére-la-Chaise, they 
went in a plain deal coffin aud a hearse 
drawn 14 single horse. All the flowers 
that had n heaped on the coffin of Baron 
James, the younger, were only allowed tu stay 
there for for half an hour, and were removed 
from it before the funeral procession started 
froin the house in the Avenue de Friedland. 
The chief mourners were a little boy—-the 
ouly son of the deceased—and his brothers. 
Deputations were sent by Jewish schools and 
hospitals which depend for existence on the 
munificence of the Rothschilds. The Church 
of Reme has derived her mass for the dead 
from Judaism. Prayers were recitea for the 
defunct Barun at the mortuary house and 
over his grave. He directed in his will that 
no vame should be inscribed on his 
coffin or on the monument above it, 
and that no speech should be delivered at his 
funeral. A military medal was placed by 
the coffin on a funeral urn dug out of the 
Catacombs of Rome. This medal had been 
won tn 1870, when the deceased Baron 
served France as a volunteer. To render the 
prayers more efficacious, alms were largely 
disiributed. The — ae 7 rabbis were 
Isidore, who is a liberal Jew, Levy, and 
Zadoc Khan. The latter, being of the 
sacerdotal tribe of Israel, did not enter the 
Cemetery of Pére-la-Chaise. It was Rabbi 
Levy who performed the final rite.

Burning of the Ohio Idiotic Asylum, 
Near Columbus. 

CotumsBus, O., Nov. 1&%—About 10 O Clock 
this morning, telephone announcement was 
sent to the city that the Idiotic Asylum was 
in flames. The intelligence was cowmuni- 
cated to the fire department, but it was nec- 
essary to take an old Sillsby engine as well 
as reels, for the reason that the institution is 
outside of any connection with the city wa- 
ter-works. By 11 o’clock the entire main 
building was destroyed, and the fire depart- 
ment was devoting its ,energies to save the 
other buildings. The fire oocurred in the 
basement on account of some sudden disar- 
rangement of the steam-heating apparatus, 
but just how will probably ever remain a 
mystery. The building was the best con- 
structed not § fire-proof building de- 
longing to the State, but the 
ventilators and air flues were 
just so many avenues for the flames. At the 
time of the fire the children were in the 
school-rooms of the main building, the part 
destroyed. The teachers were notified by a 
messenger. and marched the pupils down the 
stairways in good order, and conducted 
them to the hospital, a building in the rear 
of the new north wing and not connected 
with any other building. Here the children 
were provided with bread, meat, and other 
provisions carried from the kitchen. There 
was enough to feed all. and all had access to 
food under the immediate eye of the teach- 
ers. The discipline of the teachers was per- 
fect, and a more faithful set of women can- 
not be found anywhere. The building de- 
stroyed contained the reception-parlors, 
school-rooms, office of the trustees and 
Superintendent, amusement hall, officers’ and 
teachers’ dinine-rooms, kitchen, refrigerators 
for meat, vegetables, and butter, sieeping- 
rooms of officers and several of the leading 
employés, and quite a number of other 
apartments fur various purposes associated 
with e administration department. A 
lady attendant was so depressed that fora 
time she was entirely bereft of reason, but 
by care she was soon restored. The 6.4 
pupils and all the employés were safely re- 
moved from the buiiding, and only one ac- 
cident occurred. One fireman badly sprained 
his left leg. Dr. Doren, Superintendent, 
stated that he could not possioly see how wie 
fire cou d have originated. In the basement, 
where it first broke out, there were no fur- 
nacts, stoves, or lights, or combustibles of 
any kind. Stean-heating pipes pass 
through the basement, but they 
were (horough|ly and safely protected, and the 
Woodwork could not possibly have ignited 
from them. The heating apvaratus-is in an- 
other building entirely separate from the 
main building. Dr. Doren is firmly convinced 
that it was the work of an incendiary. The 
Doctor said that while he was assisting in 
getting the children out he observed several 
strange men about. He requested them to 
help in the work, and before his very eyes 
they pilfered rooms, taking ali small articles 
they could lay their hands on. Le was 80 o- 
cupied with the children that ne had no time 
to attend to these ghouls, but he said 
had he had a club or weapon of any kind in 
his hands, he should not have hesitated to 
use it. He expressed it as the most savage 
and, brutal thing he ever wit 
The books of the institution were in the 
safe, which is fire-proof. About 12 o’clock 
the flooring in the office on which e 
stood gave way, and it fell into the basement. 
Later ov, as soon as possible, water was 
turned on, and itis thought the books are 
but slightly damaged. Superintendent Rut- 
ter. of the Insane Asylum, had his employés 
help, and has provided temporary assistance 
for about 200 until future arrangements are 
made. The officials, teachers, and ge tr 
lost every particle of clothing except what 
was on their backs. Dr. Doren states tunight 
that the loss will amount to $200,000 or 850. 
000. There was no insurance on the proverty, 
as the State does not insure its buildings.

AUGUSTUS SMITH’S LIFS# 


came to its early end for a crime against 


which he had been often warned. His lust- 


ful passions have more than once before 


gotten him into trouble. From the time he 
was 15 years of age he was noted for his 
licentiousness, and no one was surprised 
when learning of his last horrible crime. He 


ran away from his home and came to Smith- 


field, from which place he went to work upon 
the farm of Mr. George W. Johnston, the 


father of his victims. He was regarded as 


a lazy and good-natured young negro, 
and appeared to be of an 
ing disposition, and gave satisfaction 


to his employers. On the 29th of September 


last Mr. Jonnston left home to earry his 
mother-in-law to her place, some miles dis- 
tant. At the time he went away Smith was 
workmg in a field about 200 yards from the 
house. He watched until he saw Mr. John- 
ston well out of sight{ and then he went up 
to the yard in which Mr. Johnston’s two 
little daughters, Nettie and Lillian, aged 5 
and 7 years, were playing. He enticed them 
to the field, where he made them submit to 
his seastly and unnatural desires, being at 
at the time 

AFFLICTED WITH A LOATHSOME DISEASE. 
He persuaded the victims, who little knew 
what they were doing, to promise to say 
nothing about the matter, but after three 
days he thought he had better leave, and so 
gave in to Mr. Johnston his resignation, ana 
left the place. A few days later the 7-year- 
old girl detailed the particulars of the ne- 
gro's crime. Mr. Johnston was informed, 
and at once lodged complaint with the mag- 
istrate, charging Smith with rape. The mag- 
istrate appointed Mr. Johnston, the outraged 
father, a special Constable to execute the 
warrant against the offender. Securing the 
aidof a few friends, Mr. Johnston scoured the 
country in search of Smith, and, getting on 
his track, traced him to a log cabin. The 
negro made a desperate attempt to escape, 
but, the house being surrounded, he was 
captured by the hand of the indignant 
fatner, who could scarcely restrain himself 
from then and there slaying the wretch. He 
decided, however, that it would be better to 
let the law take its course. Smith boldly 
denied his eriime, and called for proof against 
him. On the i4th of October he was tried 
and plead not guilty, but the evidence was 
against him, although the main witness was 
one of his child victims, Lilian Johnston. 
She gave her evidence in a clear and con- 
vincing manner, and so articsly that many 
men in the court-room were affected to tears, 
and at the close of the trial a strong band was 
mee. for the purpose of going to the jail 


LYNCHING SMITH. 
Wiser counsels, however, prevailed, 
they went away. Smith was found g«uilty, 
and sentenced to be hanged Noy. 18. He was 
entirely unmoved when sentence was 
passed upon him. After bis conviction he 
made a full confession, 60 far as the elder of 
his victims was concerned, bat denied as to 
the younger one. A week before his execnu- 
tion he spent much time in reading his Bib) 
and professed his belief that his sins ha 
all been ore and that he would 1 to 
Heaven. e expressed great surprise at his 
sentence, and said had he known the punish- 
ment was death he would not bave commit 
ted the offense. He took the matter of his 
attempted lynching very cooily, also. and 
said quietly that, so far as the lynching was 
concerned, he did not Know whether or not 
it would have made any differeuce, but he 
supposed it was better to be hanged 4 4 law, 
and he felt better satisfiea than if he had 
been lynched, He was only 21 years of age 
at time of his execution. 


Samuel Sparks Hanged at Lumpkin, Ga.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 18.—At noon today 
Samuel Sparks, a bright negro, claiming, 
however, to haye Indian blood in his veins, 
was hanged at Lumpkin, Stewart County, 
for outraging the person of Miss Ida Pope.

Before the trap was sprung Sparks made a 
short speech, claiming that he was going to 
Heaven, as he felt satisfied that the crime 
had been forgiven. Sparks at one time re- 
sided in Atlanta, but he left town two years 
ago in front of a shotgun far making im- 
proper advances to a respectable young lady 
ia this city. This is the third hanging in 
Georgia this month, and another is set down 
for the 25th.

MEN FORWARDED BY THEM STRANDED AT KA- 
SAS CITY. 

The Kansas City Jvurnal of the td 
inst. is authority for the statement 
that certain employment agencies in Chi- 
cago and 8t. Paul continue to pour 
into that city numbers of laboring men, 
to whom they have prumised steady employ-

$2.0; board, $4.50 per week. Two yeurs’ work; 
free transportation from Kansas City; cheap 
fare to Kausus City. Go every Tuesday and 
Friday. No winter; everybody is going ro.

At 10 o'clock Tuesday night eighty laborers 
arrived trom Chicagu on the same errand, 
were at the Union Depot all day yesterday. On 
their arrival they applied to Mr. Cruise, General 
Agent of the Aitchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, for 
transportation to New Mexico and Arizona, and 
work oo arrival.

DR. VON HOLST’S CONSTITUTIONAL 
HIsTORY. 

The third volume of Von Holst’s Constitu- 
tional History of the United States begins 
with the inauguration of Polk and ends with 
the passage of the Compromise bill of 1850. 
in time the volume covers a period of six 
years; in space the extent of 600 pages. 
Taking these facts into the account, it is dif- 
ficult to acquit the author of prolixity; yet 
no careful student of American politics 
could put his finger on a single chapter and 
find it in his heart to say: “This might have 
been omitted,” or “That might have been 
very much curtailed.”” The general objec- 
tion must be against a certain diffuseness of 
explanation and superfiuity of argument in 
the domain of facts. The Germanic tempera- 
mens of our author has clearly gotten the bet- 
ter of him when he deems it necessary to enter 
in upon the “ ground floor” of the Oregon 
question and rise to the top and “ blow the 
roof off in a thoroughly conscientious and 
metaphysical manner. We cannot, more- 
over, at times avoid the impression that to 
him the fundamentals of all these great 
questions are newer than to us. While he 
may have a fuller acquaintance with the de- 
tails than most Americans who lived through 
the stormy debates he describes, and while his 
analysisof motives may be more accurate 
and complete than any of his readers could 
make for himself, there is a rawness in the 
body of his narrative which the natives must 
be conscious of. Mr. Von Holst comes to the 
discussion of many of these questions with 
the innocence and wonderof the traveler 
who gazes upon the Falls of Niagara for the 
first time. No doubt the new traveler to 
Niagara may havethings to tell us that we 
had not properly thought out before, but no 
doubt also he will waste a good deal of 
space on the subject if his narrative is 
designed to be read chiefly by persons 


from the cradle to the bridal-trip. And we 


deny that the sense of proportion of a person 


who takes in a subject all at once by gulps is 
likely to be better than that of one who ab- 


sorbs it from necessity. ‘The saturation point 


may be reached in one case as surely as in 
the other; but the advantage is clearly on 


‘the side of one who has been 


these main facts with his daily food and 
drink. This is unquestionably true, so far 
as the writing of contemporaneous history 
from a personal point of view is concerned. 
Dr. Von Holst, it will be observed, has been 
obliged to adopt such a point of view. He 
is the intelligent foreigner,” studying and 
writing upon American institutions—most 
admirably, it must be confessed, but still as 
a foreigner, and suffering all the disabilities 
ofa writer of contemporaneous history as 
much as if he had been a native. The 
idea that an outsider, hav the education 
and the prejudices of ano people, can 
write the history of a nation better than its 
own citizens of thesecond or third genera- 
tion we believe to be wholly unfounded. If 
Dr. Von Holst’s history shall have any great 
success it will be not because he is a Ger- 
man, but because he is a thoughtful and 
studious man, and has the faculty of analysis 
developed in an unusual degree. 

These reflections aside, the work of Prof. 
Von Holst can scarcely be praised too high- 
ly. He is thorough, accurate, and in the 
main just. He seldom or never loses him- 
self in a Darren literalism, though the temp- 
tation to do so is often very strong. In the 
discussion of the Mexican question, for in- 
stance, he perceives clearly the war was 
unprovoked, but he is disposed to insist that 
the doctrine of “ Manifest Destiny” in the 
case had a substratum of sound sense and 
reason. He says: 

History cannot decide such questions by the 
code of private morais. It is an established law 
of historic growth that decayed or decaying peo- 
pies must give way when they clash in a conflict 
of interests with peoples who are still in the as- 
cending path of their historic mission, and that 
violence must often be the judge to decide such 
litigation between aacions. 

His characterization of Polk’s conduct in 
the preliminaries leading up to the war is 
severe and just, and shows that he has fully 
weighed. both sides of the question. The 
stage-thunder of that shallow diplomat is 
unveiled by our author for the benefit of pos- 
terity, and a very sorry substitute for the 
bolts of Jove it appears to be. 

We cannot even refer to the many pas- 
sages in this volume which have been 
marked as noteworthy. On page 355 will be 
found some appreciation of the remorseless 
logic of Calhoun, whose malignity our 
author has underrated, while he has exalted 
his character for sincerity. The effect of the 
gold discoveries in California and the spon- 
taneous organization of a State Government 
by the people, without their being put to 
dry nurse under a Territorial form of gov.

SIR JOHN FRANKLIN. 

A complete history of the various Arctic 
expeditions during the past ‘ifty years would 
prove interesting reading. It is safe to as- 
sume that over on@-half of them were under- 
taken primarily to discover some traces of 
the exploring party headed by the sub- 
ject of tids biographical sketch before 
us, who died on the llth of June, 1847, 
at Point Victory, in the Arctic regions. 
The name of Sir John Franklin is intimately 
associated with the attempts to discover the 
Northwest passage. An officer of the En- 
glish navy, he seems to have had a natural 
talent for expeditions of a dangerous nature. 
His is the central name round which those 
ef other discoverers of the first half of the 
nineteenth century cluster. He was an in- 
defatigable worker, loyal to his friends, free 
to praise and loth to censure. He added to 
the geography of the western continent over 
1,200 miles of unknown coast-line. His three 
Arctic exploring expeditions form a con- 
tinuous record of hardships and privations 
innumerable. Yet their general result has 
been that the unknown region around the 
Pole has been steadily, though slow- 
ly, elireumseribed.  Franklin’s first ex- 

tions have been almost forgotten 

n the horror and tragedy of the last. Yet 
they were terrible journeys from which a less 
stout-hearted man would have often turned 
back and abandoned their object rather than 
have endured the unavoidable privations.

In his first expedi- 
tion he failed, and falled amid horrible dis- 
asters, to reach Repulse Bay; but all England 
applauded that failure. In the second he 
fai to reach the point which he had been 
ordered to make for, while his subordinate, 
Richardson. succeeded in his allotted share 
of the enterprise; but honors were heaped 
upon him when he came home. He was 

with much contumely in his Govern- 
orship of Tasmania; but Tasmanians 
thron to cheer him and diess him when 
he left their sho and scare had he 
come heme when he was appointed to 
his last command. Finally, his last 
expedition ended in hisown death and 
extinction of the whole party ina catastrophe 
silent, dire, and complete. ut as a life of 
failures had made him famous, so his death 
made him immortal.“

MEMOTR OF J. T. FIELDS. 

To persons of literary tastes fond of liter- 
ature for itself and for all the delights it can 
offer to a cultivated mind capable of appre- 
ciating its unlimited resources, the volume 
of “Biographical Notes and Personal 
Sketches of the late James T. Fields will 
have peculiar interest. Mr. Fields was by 
profession and practice a “literary” 
man, one well versed in literature, 
and as publisher, author, lecturer, essayist, 
and critic seeking—as Addison expresses it— 
“to give a reputation to literature and con- 
vince the world of its usefulness.” Mr. 
Fields was naturally brought into contact 


with ali the leading men in the world of lat- 


ters of the time in which he lived. In this 
volume have been gathered together many 
of the episties received from them by him, 
and one and all breathe the same spirit of 
affection and respect for the man to whom 
they were addressed. This was peculiarly a 
characteristic of Mr. Fields to be able to at- 
tach to himself all with whom he came in 
contact. His judgment of men and of books 
was remarkably keen and accurate. His 
style in authorship is plain, direct, and prac- 
tical, without rhetorical flourish, yet at- 
tractive by its admirable English and 
the forcible presentation of points 
made. Extracts from his letters 
and writings are given in this 
book of “biographical notes.” Neces- 
sarily Mr. Fields was often uired to pass 
his opinion on the literary merits of the work 
of his own friends. In doing this he was 
frank and honest, yet contrived never to 
wound or cause n pain. In this vol- 
ume great care has been taken to omit, as far 
as possible, all personal mention of living 
friends. In his public life Mr. Fields is re- 
membered as the publisher of the works of 
Emerson, Hawthorne, Longfellow, Lowell, 
Thoreau, and Whittier. As author, he edit-

A TURKISH WEDDING. 

A correspondent in Constantinople writes: 
I think your readers will be n in the 
description of a grand Turkish wedding 
which we attended the other day. The in- 
vitation came to us through the wife of an 
Italian physiciah, and was for 10 o’clock ’’— 
a strange hour we thought—but it proved to 
be 10 o’clock Turkish, which is about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon à la Frank. ‘Turk- 
ish time is reckoned by the sun, and is al- 
ways a problem to people keeping Frank 
time; and the Turks, to be exact, must have 
their watches changed every day. We were 
a party of eight—all ladies—no gentleman 
must be seen in the haremlik, though this 
reception was at the houseof the bridegroom. 
The sons take their brides to the father’s 
house, and if it becomes crowded additional 
rooms are built. 

We found the gates at the outer wall 
thrown wide open. A man-servant stood 
inside to see that all left the overshoes in the 
court. To those of us who bad not worn 
shoes that could be removed he made a 
deprecatory salaam, as if to say. Your par- 
don, ma’am,” and wiped the bottom of our 
shoes with a damp sponge. (How much 
time and patience—yes, and money—our 
housewives would be saved if a like cleanly 
eustum existed in America, for 1 fancy this 
is one secret of the Turkish carpets lasting 
for generations, that no dirt from the streets 
is ever brought in upon them.) We were 
then motioned to go up the stairs, and were 
first taken to the mother of the bridegroom, 
who was seated on a high divan, and re- 
ceived us with many salaams, but did not 
rise. She had a quiited sacque of delicate 
lemon-colored satih, lined and trimmed with 
fur, thrown over ber shuulders (the moraing had 
been rainy and it was still cool), and her other 
garinents were made of rien Oriental stuffs; 
her head handkerchief was plain, but decorated 
in front with diamonds. 

A young lady dressed in drab silk, made in the 
latest Parisian tashion, with featbers and dia- 
mond ornaments in her huir, recetved us stand- 
ing, asked us to be seated, and ordered cotfee to 
be brought to us. We sat upon low divans, 
which are buiit next to the walis of the room, 
and are piled with cushions covered with beauti- 
ful embroidery in sik and gold thread. The cof- 
fee was brought by three servants; one bore the 
silver tray with the tiny china cups and zarfs 
(holders) of filigree silver, set with gems; an- 
other the coffee-pot, which was silver, and wus 
earried in an elaborate dish hung by long silver 
chains, resembim an incense burner; the 
third handed us tne cups. 

After a time, sweetmeats were brought 
and served with great elegance. The water was 
in gold goblets, the spoon-holders of Bohemiaa 
glass set in silver frames, and the jars for the 
“sweets” equally rich anu elegant. But par- 
taking of tne talli is not easy if not to the 
“ manoer born.“ I bad fortunately had previous 
lessons, and could do it native fashion.

PROMISES TO MARRY. 

A suit for breach of promise of marriage 
has been brought to trial in Canada that in- 
volves some points of general interest. John 
Faulkner, a bachelor, owning property to 
the amount of $40,000 or 850,000, promised to 
marry Mrs. Jane Tillson, a widow, whose 
husband had been one of his tenants, and a 
written memorandum of the agreement was 
drawn up and a day set for the ceremony. 
Very soon, however, Faulkner seems to have 
repented of his step, and When the day ap- 
pointed for the marriage arrived he was not 
ready to proceed, and the ceremony had to 
be postponed. He was alWays unprepared 
to enter upon matrimony when the decisive 
moment arrived; but Mrs. Tillson was al- 
ways ready, and eluug to him patiently. 

Finally he seems to have struck upon the 
idea of treating her in such a rude and in- 
sulting manner in the presence of other per- 
sons that it would be impossible for her to 
submit to it without degradation. She dis- 


‘continued her efforts to bring the marriage 


about, and commenced suit against him for 
breach of promise, claiming damages in the 
sum of $5,000, 

Faulkner did not improve in his offensive 
behavior toward the piaintiff after the suit 
was instituted; but when the tase was called 
in court for trial he took the whole founda- 
tion from under ber feet by offertha, through 
his counsel, then and there tomarry her. it 
was plainly impossibie for her, at that stage of 
their relations, with any sense of decency or 
self-respect, to accept this olfer; and yet the 
Judge was forced to say that be did not see how 
the suit could be maintained under the existing 
law, if she ieclined it; 

Breach-of-promise law, as frequentiy laid 
down in the courts, is peculiarin this respect. 
In other contracts, if there is a refusal to per- 
form, and suit for damages for the breach is 
commenced, an offer to carry out the agreement 
is then too late; but a different rule has been 
enunciated in respect to contracts of marriage. 

The piaintiff’s counsel argued that the defend- 
ant, by his intolerable conduct, had made it im- 
possible for her to accept his offer at that stare. 
and that this distinguished the case from others; 
but Judge Cameron doubted the soundoess of 
the distinction. * Moreover,“ said he in effect, 
the meaner you prove this defendant to have 
been, the less damage do you prove, and the 
weaker do you make your ground for recovering 
a verdict. You sue for damages incurred by 
this man’s refusal to marry the plaintiff. In the 
first place, he says he is now willing to marty, 
and in the second place you show him to have 
behaved so contemptibly that if be persisted in 
his refusal it ought to be regarded as a benefit 
rather than an injury to ber.“ The piaintiif’s 
counsel argued that his client lost a share in the 
defendant's property, to which she would have 
been entitled as his wife. The Judge, however, 
adbered to hig view of the case, and, although he 
finally allowed it to go to trial, it was with in- 
structions to the jury that caused them very 
speedily to brmg in a verdict for the defendant. 

It bas often been said that breach-of- promise 
suits ought not to be favored; and recent action 
of the House of Commons sbows that such is the 
sentiment entertained by a large propersdon of 
Englishmen. But the answer to this—and a sul- 
ficient one—has been that there ought to be 
some remedy for the injury that may be done to 
a confiding woman by a faithless man, who, 
after permitting ner to wait for years in the bo- 
lief that be would full a promise to Marry her, 
heartiesly foraakes ber. . 

It, however, the view of the law taken by 
Judge Cameron is correct, Dit is clearly in the 
power of any man, it he be sufficientiy mean, 
to break such a promise and still avoid 
liability tor it. When he gets ready to dis- 
card the woman to whom he bas pleaged his 
fuith, he need only begin a course of such 
eruel couduct toward ber as no woman cau 
endure; and if this does not suflice 
to free bim, he can flatiy refuse to fulfill nis 
promise, compel her to begia suit, wait unt 
the case is ready for trial. aad offer to comply 
with his contract then. but in so contemptuous 
and offensive a manner as would forbid the ac- 
ceptance of the offer. The more outrageous his 
behaviour, the weaker the cause of action

£xtraordinary Career of Theodore 
Walten—His Enormous Winaings in 
Wagers on Horse-Baces. — 
“Gath” im Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Nov. 13.—The most national char- 
acter we now possess is Theodore Walton, pro- 
prietor of the St. James Hotel on Broadway, and 
the biggest winner on the race-track we have 
ever sent abroad of kept at howe.

The modern crusade of the Teuton agaiust his 
Hebrew fellow-citizen even provoked a witty 
and charming protest from no less a personaye 
Notumg was too cruel or too 
unkiud to say of the Germans because of their 
conduct. But now, such is mortal incousistency, 
there is a very vigorous chasse aux Juifs in 
Paris, It seems that some time since the Church 
took up this matter, and indicated that Jewish 
influence in finance, in politics, and especially 
in the latter, was too prominent. Since that 
time it bas been unfashivnabie to be u Jew, aud 


although the Rothschilds and a few others of | 


the great bankers may elevate themselves 
above the foolish prejudice directed against 
their feilow-cuuntrymen, the mass will suffer 
severely. Most of the bunkers in Paria, 
as dist mguished from the financiers, 
are Jews or of Jewish origin. The French Jew 
is un excellent specimen of bis race. He is usu- 
ally respectable, full of talent, and even in tae 
numbler walks of life makes a very good show- 
ing. He is, furthermore, rather aggressive, and 
not at all disposed to let himself be put down, 
and weshall probably bear of some decided pro- 
test against this new move of Catholicism. Ex- 
actly what the Catholics want is not easy to dis- 
cover, Perhaps they are trying to strike at 
some of the leading men in the Republican 
party, who are Jews.

subject. These men, who have money in- 
vested in the business, are prone to arrive at 
conefusions based upon actual observation 
from which they form common-sense ideas 
of what is beneficial to their stock, and the 
wiseacres who read them long, self-conse- 
guential lectures upon subjects about which 
they have no personal knowledge receive 
but little consideration at the hands of 
breeders. It isa common remark that most 
anything is good enough for a hog, and 
to this senseiess proposition is traced 
the diseases among swine owned by 
breeders who indorse it. Since time imme- 
morial the hog has been called the farm 
scavenger, but, nevertheless, the successful 
breeder is he who relies the least upon this 
overestimated characteristic of the animal. 
Bad water, worse treatment in handling, and 
a superabundance of filth are the founda- 
tions of all diseases to which are subject, 
and it is consequentiy easy to believe that the 
health of the animal and the quulity of the meat 
must increase in proportion to the cleanliness 
ef bis food and surroundings. It is believed 
that there has beea less disease among swine 
during the past year than during any time for 
the t decade, and those who ought to know 
attribute the fact to increased care on the part 
of breeders, who have realized the value of 
cleanliness. Grass-fed hogs who bave the 
run of ana untritious vastures, with 
pienty of pure water are the ones that bring the 
bighest prices in any market. The summer feed 
of grass results in bone, muscie, and all the good 
qualities of first-class pork, and a fall feed of 
corn just prior to marketing makes the plump 
and round finish consid so desirable. It is 
not too much to say that if swine-raisers would 
adopt a universal plan of cleanliness in raising 
and feeding their stock, it would be but a ver 
short time before complaints of American por 
would cease to be beard in any European coun- 
try. Breeders owe it to themselves and they 
owe it to their swine to adopt such reforms as 
will insure them as decent treatment as possibie.

The Wife-Murderer Acts His Part, 
but Occasionally Over- 
does It. 


Testimony of Medical Experts on 
the Familiar Insanity 
Dodge. 


General Agreement that Stern Was 


and Is Perfectly Responsible 
for the Deed. 


The Testimony Closed and the Arguments Begua— 
The Jury to Get the Case 
Today. 


The announcement that State’s- Attorney Milis 
intended to introduce yesterday morning the 
testimony of medical experts on the question of 
Arthur Stern’s sanity was sufficient to drawa 
large crowd to the court-room, and, despite the 
toreatening weather, there was, as On the pre- 
vious day, only standing-room left. The case, 
which was yesterday on the eignth day of trial, 
and rapidly nearing its conclusion, certainly 
takes rank as one of the most peculiar, and, 
therefore, one of the most celebrared, cases ever 
iried in this State, and perhaps in the coun- 
try. The accused has proved to be as 
peculiar as the case. During the entire 
time he has been on trial he has sat at a tabie, 
leaning his bead upon his left band and arm, 
and not ance bas he spoken either to his attor- 
ney or to bis friend and principal adviser, M. H. 
Maguire. His eyes have naturally a giassy look, 
evidently ſuherited from his father, and Arthur, 
assuming the most idiotic look be could put into 
them, has for eight days stured steadfastly into 
the faces of the jury, on whom be depends so 
much. Steeled as be was in courage, and

out this part, his face bas nevertheless exbibit- 
ed more traces of fearful apprehension and 
mental anxiety than any murderer who 
has deen tried in the court since the 
great fire. In this regard, his attorney yester- 
day called attention to Capt. O’Donnell’s testi- 
mony that Stern sat in this condition at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest (which, by the way, is not true), 
that he had sat thus througbout the trial, and 
that he would continue to sit staring into vacan- 
cy, though the jury should bring in a verdict 
that he should be hanged. The facts scarcely 
bear out the statement. Once or twice after 
court has adjourned, and the jury had retired, 
Stern has paused to shake hands and speak a 
few words with his relatives, and inside t ail 
he is as talkutive as might be expected of 
so great a criminal. number of his 
acts might be cited to prove that he is simply 
acting non compos mentis. For instance, yes- 
terday, after a short coughing fit, ae was about 
to nudge Maguire to pusb along the cuspidor, 
wheu be suddenly recoliec himseif, and 
ed in bis usual attitude.

How to Believe the Street Crossings. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CHicaGo, Nov. 18.—It is time that a certain 
nuisance to which I desireto call attention 
should be abated. Every pedestrian knows how 
difficult it is to pass at the principal street- 
crossings in the city on accountof the crowd 
standing upon the corners waiting for cars, 
which, when arrived, still longer detain passers 
until all desiring to enter the cars are on board.

Vesuvius as an Oil Well. 
Harrisburg (Pa.) Telegraph. 

It has been reserved for an Italian citizen of 
Harrisburg. now perfectly Americanized, and 
therefore imbued with the Yankee genius, to 
conceive the idea of boring at the side of Vesu- 
vius to ascertain the source of its volcanic fires, 
and utilize the tremendous power which bas for 
sures produced the amazing eruption by fire, 
smoke, and great streams of lava. Angelo Possi 
Ponti is the name of the gentleman who has de- 
voted a long time to this subject. and who bas 
now come to the conciusion, after a study of 
the peculiar phese of the petroleum re- 
vion of Pennsylvania, that the causes of 
the volcanic forces in Vesuvius are the 
same as those which produce the gases in 
the oil region, only that those of the voicano are 
the greater and more powerful in their charac- 
ter. His idea isto have a shaft on the land side 
of the mountain, or a number of them, and by 
that means reach the bed or beds of oil which, 
he argues, flow into a great basin immediately 
under the crater of the volcano. ana thus, by 
currents of electricity, are made to burn and 
overtiow in great floods of lava. By means of 
thé sbafts in question Angelo Possi Ponti bopes 
to attract the oil froin the source of its flames, 
thereby preventing eruptions and utilizing for 
mechanical purposes tbe vast accumulation of 
oll which bas for ages been consumed in the 
crater. This is a tremendous project, in the 
pursuit of which the inventive Italian believes 
the source of earthquakes wil! be reached 
and controlled. whereby the human 
race will be shielded from an engine of destruc- 
tion that has r such enormous amounts 
of loss to mankind. This gives the affair a phi- 
lantbropic phase bighly creditable to the 
humane feelings of the generous Italian. Ar- 
— th for a stock company have been 
made to take out a charter with a 
capital stock of $500,000. Mr. Angelo 
Possi Ponti bas been in consulation for 
some time with a number of eminent geologists 
and civil engineers in this city, who, while not 
being able fully to grasp the tremendous sub- 
ject, still give its projector much encourage- 
ment. It is as possible as the Panama Canal, 
for which $50,000,000 has been subscribed, or the 
excavations at Pompeii and the search for the 
wonders of Troy, the diseuoveries of which have 
astounded the archwologists of the worid.

when pure * carelessness is the cause of a calami- 
ty. It may be said that it is remarkable how 
few are killed on the rails in view of the thou- 
sands who travel over them daily and hourly. 
But that few might be reduced to the minimum 
were there more strict regulations about the 
handling of trains on American railways, and 
W in crowded cities. 

To illustrate the way two or three have been 
killed. or virtually so, on our suburban trains 
recently, the writer was riding out on the 5:50 
Hyde Park train on Wednesday evening last 
week. Just before reaching Thirty-first street 
station tbe train stopped for five minutes or 
more. Several passeugers stepped out to iearn 
the cause of the delay. The Pullmau train stood 
at the station on the track to our right. It seems 
that a mao had carelesiy jumped from that 
train just ahead of our engine, and was run 
over. both legs being crushed. He was placed 
on the in train again and taken to St. Luke's 
Hospital, but cannot survive. 

Now, granted that this poor labor was 
very careless, Was there not also pnegiect on the 
part of one of those engineers? Certuinly, for 
the rule of tbe road is or should be that when 
one train is standing at or approaching a station 
to stop, another train com from the opposit 
direction shouid bait at a proper distance till the 
standing train bas passed on. This rute was not 
strictly observed in the case referred to, and see 
the sud consequences. This man bad a family 
at dome dependent on bim. Carelesness on his 
part could not excuse the same fault on the part 
of the engineer of our train. 

And this is the kind uf man-trap by which 
scores lose their lives every year. There will be 
two, three, or four tracks, some passenger 
will chance to Jump off on the wrong side into 
the jaws of death. 

Thanks for the faithfulness of the large num- 
ber of engineers, but let hem not forget that a 
little more care would save many precious 
lives. PASSENGER. 


The Duty on Salt. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—In the repert in your issue 
of Thursday of the proceedings ot the high- 
tariff con vention recently heid in this city M. L. 
T. Hewley, of Syracuse, is reported as saying in 
his speech before the convention that be not 
only desired the present duty on salt retained, 
but that he wished it advanced to at least the 
old figures. As no one in the convention took 
excepdon to these sentiments, it is to be pre- 
sumed that they fairly represented the views 
of the entire convention. To me such talk is 
simply amazing. Only think of it! Here is an 
article of indispensable necessity to man and 
beast. We might possibly dispense with bread 
and meat, but salt we must have at whatever 
cost. It is as necessary to life as the air we 
breathe or the water we drink; and yet here 
comes a body of so-called representative men 
who tell us that the present onerous duty on salt 
must not only be retained, but that it should be 


advanced to the old rates. 


During our Civili War the loyal people of this 


country were willing to make any sacritice iu 
order to provide the sinews of war to enable 


the Government to crush tne Rebellion. And it 
was tor this means, and no other., that thoy were 
willmmg to be taxed on such an articie as salt. 

W ben this necessity ceased to exist the dut 
on salt should have been instantly repealed in 
preference to any and all other articies; and 


yet for more than sixteen years this odious tax 


on every man, woman, and child in the country 
has been continued for the benefit of a few 
dozen greedy salt manufacturers. It is within 
bounds to say that the loss sustained by the 
people of this country in consequence of this 
wholly unnecessary tax bas been ten times the 
sum which the Government has realized from 
the duty on salt. . j 

It is a fact well known that in no other coun- 
try can salt that is made by artiticial heat 
(which embraces neariy all that enters into 
general consumption) be manufactured 80 
eheapiy as in the United States. During all the
